There are only about 150 members In the Home Owners 
ssociation, compared to 600 buildings here, only a bare minor- 
y of 25 per cent.

As to the so called sidewalk Issue, I personally Interviewed 
Ihe home owners in block my home is located and they' all 
htated that it would spoil and take away the country atmos­ 
phere from Hollywood Riviera, and they are opposed to side­ 
walks.
